SPAIN. 
A REPUBLICAN DEFEAT. 
Mapnm, June 29.—Dispatches received by the 
Government this morning cotvey the startling 
intelhgence that Marshal Concha was killed yes- 


terday in the attack on the Carlist intrenchments 


at Muro, near Estella. When the national forces 
learned of the death of their commander, they 
returned to their former positions without dis- 


emy. The eommand of the Republican army 
will now be taken by Gen. Zabala, the President 
of the Council and Minister of War. Senor Col- 
oner will succeed Gen. Zabala as Minister of 
War, aud Senor Sagasta, Minister of the Interior, 
becomes President of the,Council. 

Beside Marshal Concha, one Brigadier and 
two staff-officers were killed in the attack of the 
Republicans upon the Carlist intrenchment gt 
Muro, yesterday. 

Gen. Martinez Compos commands the Army 
of the North until the arrival of Gen. Zabala. 

By orders from Madrid, the whole army has 
Fallen back to Serin. eight miles from Estella. 

ACCOUNT OF THE BATTLE. 

Bayonne, June 29. -The following account of 
the :ecent fighting before Estella and the death 
of Gen. Concha is derived from Cariist sources: 
The Republicans made their first attack on the 
left bank of the River Ega on Thursdav, and 
followed it up on Friday, on the evening ef 
which day they had forced the Carlists from 
their first line of defense. The next dav (Sat- 
urday) they attempted to carry by assault the 
heights immediately commanding Estella. In this 
attack they failed, and were driven back io dis- 
order. Their retreat became a rout when Gen. 
Concha was mortally wounded. The total loss 
of the Republicans in killed, wounded, and miss- 
ing is 4,000. Gen. Echague’s entire division 
barrowly escaped capture, and was saved 
only by the extraordinary exertions of the 
artillery. The assault was made during the 
night, under cover of which the Republicans 
succeeded in withdrawing all their cannon. 

5 THE REPUBLICAN VERSION. 

Maver, June 29.—Oflicial dispatches place 
the loss of the national troops ju the engage- 
ment before Estella at 1,500.

THE NEWS IN. MADRID. 

Maprm, June 29—Evening.—Marshal Ser- 
rano has just arrived in the city.

held a meeting vesterday afternoon at the office of 
the Chicago, Rock Isiand & Pacific Railroad, but 
no unity of action eould be seeured.

This may be put down asthe new Federal law 
of libel, intended to muzzle the press of the 
22 and to drag editors and publishers be- 
ore the imperial powers of the Federal Capital. 
If we have any knowledge of human nature, po- 
litical freedom, and the liberty of the press, such 
a law will only make the press more intense in 
its censure of public thieves, and earnest in in- 
vestigating and exposing their offenses.

For, let it be said at once, this bill must be re- 
led at the opening of the next session of 
ongress. The press of this country will not 
tolerate a law which places every editor or pub- 
lisher at the mercy of any corrupt, incompetent, 
dissolute, or ambitious person who may at any 
time come to own a Circuit Judge in the Districts 
of Columbia. It cannot commit any offense 
within that Distiict by publishing statemeats in 
distant States or cities, and the press has the 
right, common to every person accused of vio- 
lating law, of being tried where the offense was 
committed, by an impartial Judge and jury. If 
a newspaper can be forced to staud trial wherever 
any of its copies may circulate, or wherever any 
of its correspondents mav happen to have been, 
or wherever a person criticised may happen to 
be, for any real or alleged error in statement, 
the publication of newspapers in this country 
will become absolutely impossible. Human wis- 
dom und cal e cannot always avoid real errors of 
statement, and wisdom and uprighiness in any 
paper would not only not prevent, but would ab- 
solutely insure, vin ve attacks by scoundrels, 
and biackmailing accusations by Lungry sbysters, 
without any cause whatever. No matter how 
certain it may be that a paper unjustly accused 
would ultimately escape fine punishment, 
the very liability to be dragged away from a bus- 
inéss 80 responsible, to attend ina distant 
city, is an oppression to which the press cannot 
submit. If % wrong is done to anybody 4 
newspaper, it is proper that he should have 
ample remedy by proceediogs where the offense 
was committed—at the place of publication.

A WATER-SPOUT. 


Fifteen to Twenty-four inches of 
Kain-Fall in Five Minutes -TV 
HRaitiroad Trains Wrecked, a Fire- 
man Killed, aud an Engineer Badly 
Injured. 

Crom the Austin (Minn.) Regtster, June 25. 

A great fall of rain, extending over a vompar- 
atively small extent of country, took place east 
of Browusdale on Saturday last, about 11 a. m. 
The storm came from the southeast, apparent- 
ly, and stcuck the Southern Minnesota Railroad 
four miles east of this place. The cloud was not 


large, but dense, and the conditions necessary 


to its condensation were fulfilled so suddenly 
as to precipitate its confents to. the earth in an 
incredibly short space of time. In fact, 
such a rapid f of water was it tpat 
by man t was called a veritable water- 
spout. e have no means of determining how 
much fell, but it is computed that at least 15 
inches of water (some say 2 feet) fell in one- 
third as many minutes, Even the ridges fora 
moment were covered with a sheet of water sev- 
éral inches deep. Had the rain-fall extended 
over a great extent of country, the consequences 
must have been terrible. As it was they were 
bad enough. About four miles east of tais 
piace the Southern Minnesota Railroad crosses 
a slough, the distance from ridge to ridge on 
each side being perhaps one-half a mile. The 
embankment where it crosses the channel is 
about 14 feet high, and has a culvert 8 
feet wide by 6 feet high, to discharge the 
surplus water of the slough, which is dry, how- 
ever, most of the time. ‘The basin diained by it 
to the 7 where it crosses the railroad has an 
area of about five-eighibs of a square mile, and 
yet, small as the area was, the culvert, though 
probably discharging at the rate of more than 
42,000 cubic feet per minute, did not suffice to 
carry off the water, andin a short time a lake of 
several acres in extent and reaching to within 
only 8 or 4 feet of the top of the em- 
bankment was formed, and the pent-up waters 
were rushing out at such a furious rate that the 
culvert was turned out and a gap 20 or 
30 feet wide m the embankment speedily 
followed. The rails and ties heid together 
80 that the break could not be discovered by an 
approaching train until within a few feet. The 
passenger-train bound west and due here at 
11:17, came im during the storm, luckily escap- 
ing the terrible calamity which must have be- 
fallen it had it been an hour later. An eastern- 
bound freight-train due here at 2:07, was more 
unfortunate. Ihe engineer discovered the break 
only in time to put on steam inthe vain effort 
to make his engine clear the. break. The frail 
support sank berieath it and it plunged madiy 
into the opposite bank, half-burying itself in 
the solid earth. Five empty cars crashed into 
the chasm, forming, with the engine, a 
bridge over which two more empty cars, 
driven by the momentum * by the previous 
steep descent, passed, and, leaving their trucks 
with the general wre, rolled down the embank- 
ment on the further side. The eighth car, 
loaded with wheat, stopped with one end resting 
on the bank and the forward end resting on the 
rear of the now thoroughly demolished engine. 
The remaining cars, with the caboose, in which 
were some fliteen or twentv persons, remained 
on the track. But what of the two doomed men 
on thejengine? The cab was crushed to atoms, 
and the whole of the upper part of 
the boiler was “stripped,—smoke-stack, head- 
light, bell, whistle,—all swept off by the 
cars which passed over; and the debris of tne 
tender. five cars, and the trucks of three more, 
was piled where the fiseman and engineer went 
down. Then, too, a protruding rail had been 
driven through the engine from front to furnace 
anda flood of boiling water was pouring out, 
adding to the agony aud danger of the unfoi tu- 
nate men. It seemed a miracle that either 
should escape instant death, and yet the en- 
gineer, with broken leg and shoulder, and fear- 
fully scalded, managed to craw) from the wreck 
and is now under treatment at this place with a 
prospect of recovery.. The scalded aod mangled 
body of the fireman was not found until the next 
morning when the clearing of the wreck began. 

The computation above made of 42,000 cubic 
feet per minute as the discharge from the 6x8 
foots culvert was on the supposition of a ten- 
mile-an-bour current. But whenthe dam was 
formed and the watar was 12 feet deep the 
current mus: have attained a velocity of at least 
twenty miles au hour, aad the volume of nearly 
100,000 cubie feet per minute! What wonder 
then that the stout, 12x12 sold timbers, 40 feet 
long, with the vast superincumbent weight of 
earth, should be swept away? But after the 
gap 20 or 30 feet wide had been formed, the 
water sank but little for several hours, and when 
the fated train went down still retained a depth 
of 10 fest, and the discharge must have been 
150.000 to 200,000 cubic feet per minute! 

In the sloughs aod creeks below where the 
rain fell the flood did mot rise by degrees, but 
came rolling down with the noise of mauy 
waters in a great tide from 2 to 8 fees high, 
according to the width between the banks. Tue 
roar of the spout,and even the crash of the train 
as it went down was heard for a distance of five 
or six miles. 

The damage tothe road has been repaired, 
and trains are runving as usual.

THE CORNEB-STONE. 

The St. Louis Globe has a letter relative to the 
laying of the Custom-House corner-stone. The 
account of the procession differs slightly from 
that published in the Chicago papers, and a few 
extracts are therefore given;

One view is that 
he is to control the post-ofiices in furtherance 
of Mr. Biaine’s aspirations to the Presidency; 
another that he is to “fix” Michigan in such a 
way as to secure the re-election of bis father-in- 
law to the United States Senate. Possibly Mr. 
Hale may work for both of these ends; but it is 
certain that any calculations which take no 
acoount of his own ambition will be seriously 

Gen. Sherman's reasons for removin g from 
Washington to St. Louis appear to be very sim- 
ple. He has nothing to do, and believes St. 
Louis to be about as good a place for his pur- 
poses as can be found. The information in 
regard to the official position of the 
General of the Army, which is given this morn- 
ing in the Associated Press dispatches, will oc- 
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The French Coramittee of Thirty voted yester- 
day to report unfavorably on the constitutional 
bills referred to it by the Assembly, and to draw 
up one of its own. The composition of the sub- 
committee selected for this purpose indicates, 
according to the press diepatches, that the per- 
sonal septennat has triumphed, and neither a 
septennat republic nor a definitive republic has 
anything to hope for from the Committee 
of Thirty. In other words, MacMahon 
is to be continued in power without 
the settlement of a Constitution, and 
without the promise of anything but disorder in 
case of his resignation or death. This is exactly 
what the Bonapartists and Monarchista want. 
These parties have everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose by delay. There will be no peace or 
assured prosperity in France under this pro- 
gramme. It is a hand-to-moutb provision at 
best, and must inevitably be outgrown and 
forgotten, if it shouid ever be agreed to, within 
a year. . 


It is refreshing to read in one of the evening 
papers that the Gen. Concha who was killed ia 
the recent engagement with Carlists before 
Estella was a late Captain-General of Cuba. 
This is not true. The Captain-General was 
still in Cuba a few days ago, and working 
fearful havoc among his own supporters by 
means of absurd financial decrees and bar- 
barous war-measures. We suppose it will be 
a sufficient apology for this blunder (as 
it was for a recent gratuitous puff 
of Mr. Forget-me-not’s hippodrome, which 
appeared in the news columns of the same 
journal) that the man who made it is prepared 
to meet caviliers in a 24-foot ring. The al- 
ternative is: Agree that the Captain-General of 
Cuba is dead, or fight. It is too much to say 
that the Captain-General is not dead. Nothing 
has been heard from him for three days. We 
are content to draw out, and say that the Cap- 
tain-General is not the man who has been com- 
mandingthe Republican forces in Spain, since 


is not worth fighting about. We have no wish 
to engage in unseemly strife. 


Later reports from the engagement between 
the Spanish Republican troops and the Carlisis 
at Estella, which was said at first to have 
resulted in a great victory for the former, put 
an entirely different face on affairs. In- 
stead of winning a victory, the Repub- 
licans have sustained a severe defeat, their 
loss being variously estimated at from 1,500 to 
4,000. Their commanding officer, Gen. Concha, 
was killed, and the army was obliged to fall 
back. The importance of this engagement can 
not be determined without further data. 
The Carlist army occupies the extreme north- 
ern provincés. Its position is almost impreg- 
nable, and, so long as it remains where 
it is, no efforts of the Republicans can 
compass its destruction. But there is no 
reason to believe that the Carlists have resources 
to warrant an active campaign in the lower 
country, nor do we understand that they 
seriously contemplate a forward movement. 
The only policy which seems possible 
for the Republicans as against these per- 
tinacious rebels is that which Concha 
himself announced a few days ago, and which 
he foolishly departed from at the cost of his 
own life—namely, the policy of masterly inactiv- 
ity. By holding them where they are, the safety 
of Spain would be secured. The loss of Concha 
will not be greatly mourned at Madrid. He was 
suspected of sympathizing with Don Alfonso, 
and of intending to establish that Prince after 
the Carlists had been driven from the country.

THE DECAY OF COMMUNISM. 

The Workingmen's Party of Chicago seems to 
have hopelessly split in twain. Conceived in 
idleness, it has been killed by industry. Two 
causes have been at work sapping the structure, 
which has finally fallen into ruins. One of these 
is the fanatical and impracticable character of 
the leaders. They proposed for the workingmen 
a contest between labor and capital, and they 
promised the workingmen that, as the result of 
this contest, they should be the real rulers and 
dictate terms to the capitalists, if not ultimately 
overthrow them and step mto their places. The 
workingmen were for a time dazzled with the 
brilliant promises of the demagogues and the 
dazzling chimeras of the Commune, which was 
to make all property common and one man as 
good as another. As time elapsed, however, 
these things did not come to pass. More than 
this, it began to dawn upon the workingmen 
that their leaders were not altogether disinter- 
ested men ; that some of them were living upon 
the dues extracted from them; and that all of 
them had promised what they were unable to 
perform. There was no contest between 
labor and capital. The laws of sup- 
ply and demand and labor and wages 
remained in force, notwithstanding the 
fulminations of the Communists, and were not 
in the least disturbed by them. Then distrust 
set in, anda new and still more potent cause 
commenced to operate. The Communists or- 
ganized their party in the winter, when work 
was scarce. The city had not recovered from 
the effects of the panic. Money was locked up. 
Building operations had ceased almost entirely. 
Workmen were idle and discontented, and time 
hung heavily on their hands. They were 
ready to go anywhere, to do anything, to 


which would pass away their time. It 
was an easy matter, therefore, to organize 
a Workingmen’s Party. The demagogical leaders 
found plenty of material ready at their hands. 
But when the spring came work came, and when 
work comes it occypies time. It brings money. 


ment and happiness. It superinduces ‘a desire 
for recreation. Communism does not secure any 
of these results. It thrives only on idleness. 
So when the choice was given the workingman 
between work and money on the one 
hand and Communiem and idleness on 
the other, the choice was easily made, 
and the leaders found th es with- 
out as following.

THE PRESS ON BEECHER AND TILTON. 

The attitude of the press of the country on the 
Beecher-Tilton affair is on the whole just. 
Beecher is scarcely anywhere unconditionally 
condemned. Tilton is scarcely anywhere un- 
qualifiedly believed. At the same timé, it is al- 
most universally felt that a cioud, and a very 
dark one, rests on Beecher's reputation. It is 
said by scme oue that Tilton’s association with 
the Woodhull crowd has totally disqualified him 
for a witness unless there be corroborating 
proof. This may be; but he does produce cor- 
roborating proof when he gives a letter written 
and signed by Henry Ward Beecher suggesting 
the commission by Beecher of some heinous 
wrong. The press of the country takes 
this view of the matter. It is seen that 
either Beecher or Tilton is a grea: criminal. 
Either Beecher is guilty of the uncharacterized 
offense of which he is accused, or Tilton is a 
vile slanderer and forger. 9 

The whole matter hinges, or may be made to 
hinge, on the question of the authenticity of the 
letter which Tilton claims Beecher wrote, 
saying that for some reason or other he wished 
he were dead. Mr. Beecher can call on Tilton 
to produce that letter. If it cannot be produced, 
or if it can be shown to be a forgery, Beecher 
is vindicated. Any amount of evidence 
from Tilton would, after that, have 
no effect whatever. Proved a slanderer once, he 
would be coudemned forever to silence. He has 
published only a part of that letter. He should, 
if called upon, produce the whole, that the pub- 
lic may judge whether or not the context sup- 
ports his accusations. Plymouth Church re- 
fuses to take any notice of the charges made 
against its pastor. It is possible to avoid all per- 
sonal investigation and all scandalous details if 
Beecher and Tilton are willing to follow Mr. 
Shearman’s plan, and let the whole matter turn 
on the existence or non-existence of this letter. 
It is possible that both Beecher and Tilton 
should be dropped entirely, and that document 
alone made the subject of investigation. If 
Tilton is not a forger, or guilty of misrepresen- 
tation; if he has not wronged Mr. Beecher by 
the suppression of parts of the letter, he surely 
cannot object to this proposhl. Neither can Mr. 
Beecher, if he never wrote that letter, orif he can 
put an interpretation on it entirely different 
from that which his acouser does. The public, 
and especially the religious public, should be 
allowed to know whether Mr. Beecher is the 
criminal Mr. Tilton would have him appear to 
be, or whether Mr. Tilton is a libeler of better 
men than bimself. Congregationaliam, and even 
the cause of morality, no less than Mr. Beecher 
himself, are interested in the vindication of the 
great preacher's character. 


THE IOWA RAILROAD LAW. 

The attitude of the leading Iowa railroads in 
regard to the Railway law which takes effect in 
that State on the Ist proximo is still undeter- 
mined. It is tolerabiy certain, however, that a 
united policy of resistance will not be agreed 


upon. Several minor corporations will comply | 


with the law. Under its provisions better rates 
will be allowed them than they now secure. 
There is also reason to believe that the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railroad will conform to 
the law as soon as they are notified of their 
Classification. This course is not willingly pur- 
sued by the Rock Island Compavy, but they see 
no alternative. Several years ago, before the 
Anti-Monopoly movement had been dreamed of, 
thas Company asked the Legislature to perfect 
the title to th«ir lands, in consideration of which 
they accepted an amendment to their charter 
recognizing the right of the Legislature to 
regulate their rates, and their President filed in 
the office of the Secretary of State a written 
acceptance of these conditions. This agree- 
ment is deemed a contract which cannot be 


ignored. Scill, the Company will not escape a 


dilemma. They cannot consistently comply 
with the Iowa law and at the same time continue 
to disregard the more lenient law of this State. 
If they charge passengers only 3 cents per mile 
in Iowa, they can hardly demand 4 cents in IIli- 
nois, where the local travel more than doubly 
exceeds the travel in lowa. And, if this state of 
affairs forces the Company to comply all over 
its several lines, the effect upon the other rail- 
ways canfiot be doubted. Meantime, the other 
Iowa leading lines evince a disposition to disre- 
gard the law. The Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy have been inclined to stand out from the 
first. The Northwestern and the Iilinois Cen- 
tral lease their lines from an Iowa company, 
the President of which, Mr. Horace Will- 
iama, of Clinton, Ia, has already notified them 
that he will apply for an injanctioa to restrain 
them from complying with the provisions of the 
new law. This proceeding he justifies on the 
plea that, as the lines are leased on a percentage 
of the gross earnings, any action calculated to 
reduce the receipts would mjuriously affect the 
stockholders and owners of the property. The 
papers upon which the application for an in- 
junction will be based are now being prepared 
by lowa attorneys, apd will be presented in court 
at an early day. This course has been deter- 
mined upon by the lessors regardless of the 
wishes of the leasees in the matter. A féw days 
will suffice to dispel all uncertainty. As soon as 
the Executive Council have determined the clas- 
sification of the various roads,—which they will 
proceed to do on the law's taking effect,—the 
Companies wil be obliged to make known their 
intentions. ,

Here, then, were the 
elemente—the material to be burned ; the medi- 
um for burning it; the combined stupidity and 
depravity to apply the medium to the material ; 
and an encouraging wind from Mrs. O’Leary’s 
historical quarter in the southwest to help on the 
work. The combination was sufficient for its 
purpose and worked to a charm, even exceed- 
ing the expectations of the original projectors 
of the scheme. Five barns were burned up and

If 
they understand that they can blaze away ad 
libitum and regardless of consequences, we have 
no doubt that by their superior skill and experi- 
ence they may be able to help the American pop- 
ulation very materially to bring about a general 
donflagration. Portland succeeded in one day, 
and burned itself up with fire-crackers. We 
have yet five days (including to-day), and may 
succeed if we will only persevere, and thus 
commemorate in a fii manner the great progress 
of the country, and do honor to the memory of 
our forefathers, who fought, bled, and 


died in defense of liberty and other things. 


The fact that there are ordinances in our mu- 
nicipal books forbidding the firing of crackers on 
the public streets should not be allowed to stand 
in the way of our patriotic purposes. Any house- 
holder who has two or three small boys and 
sufficient fire-crackers may, by a little practice, 
succeed in offering up his house and furniture 
upon the altar of his country, and 
some of bis neighbors’ property also, 
and thus prove himself worthy of the 
blessings of liberty which have been bequeathed 
him. We take it that the Sons of Freedom in 
Chicago will not rest content with a petty $1,400 
fire of bartis and sheds, but that, as the stock of 
fire-crackers is ample, they will celebrate the an- 
niversary of freedom with something on a larger 
scale. To do this it only requires perseverance 
and zeal and a few cents. There is yet hope be- 
tween now and Saturday that Sunday’s confla- 
gration may be improved upon. : 


DR. BACON’S COURSE. 

Some of the newspapers which have comment- 
ed on the Beecher-Tilton scandal have censured 
Dr. Leonard Bacon for goading Mr. Tilton to the 
point of making a disgusting exposure. Dr. Ba- 
con’s course in the premises is susceptible of 
two or three constructions. He may have be- 
lieved Mr. Beecher innocent, and therefore have 
taken Tilton in hand for purposes of castigation, 
as he had, in some sense, the right to do, having 
been the Moderator of the Brooklyn Congrega- 
tional Council, by which the action of the Plym- 
outh Church in reference to Tilton was re- 


viewed. Or he may have believed Mr. Beecher 


guilty, and perceived no way of estab- 
lishing his guilt except by lashing Til- 
ton till the latter should cry ant. This course 
is the one which the Springfield Republican, by 
innuendo, attributes to Dr. Bacon, and there are 
some facts which seem to warrant the insinua- 
tion. A third construction of his course is that 
Dr. Bacon was in doubt whether Mr. Beecher was 
innocent or guilty, and therefore adopted a pol- 
icy which would force an issue and elicit the 
truth. This seems tous the most plausible ex- 
planation of his pralonged excoriation of Tilton. 

Supposing it o be the true explanation, was he 
justified ? So far as relates to the purity of the 
church and the cause of religion, we 
think that he was fully justified in 
pushing on an investigation, for it 
Mr. Beecher is a wolf in sheep’s clothing, 
he ought tobe caught and impounded as soon 
as possible. The fact that he is aman of genius 
and world-wide reputation makes bim only the 
more dangerous, and should nerve the real shep- 
herds of the flock to greater exertions to effect 
his capture. But there is one thmg more to be 
said. Dr. Bacon was in a position to have forced 
a straightforward investigation. It was not 
necessary for him to have resorted to indirect 
means to bring it about. Especially was it not 
necessary for bim to laud Mr. Beecher to the 
skies if he believed him guilty, or if he 
thought there was some doubt about his inno- 
cence. Nor was it necessary to brand Tilton as 
a liar end a dog, if he thought he might possibly 
be a truthful and much-injured man. It is this 
indirection (if, indeed, indirection was used) for 
which Dr. Bacon may be censurable. For the 
determination which he exhibited to bring out 
the truth, he is entitled only to commendation, 
and, most of all, commendation from the re- 
ligious bodies of the land. 
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THE PHILADELPHIA EXPOSITION. 

The Philadelphia Press, in an article insisting 
that the Centennial show in that city must be 
“international,” uses the following language: 

The sagacity of European manufacturers, and of 
those interested in the extension of commerce, will 
recognize the fact that the exnibition will congregate 
at Philadelphia commissions, exhibitors, and visitors 
from every nation and State of the two Americas and 
the Antilles, to study and compare the fabrics, pro- 
ducts, and machines of Europe and America, and that 
such an opportunity has never before been presented 
and cannot occur for years, of enlarging in world-wide 
circlés the markets for the productions of European 
industry. 

This from a paper which is devoted to the 
policy of destroying all trade with foreign coun- 
tries is at least surprising. The Press is pub- 
lished under tho immediate eyes of Henry C. 
Carey and William D. Kelley, and 1s the great 
organ of the Home-Market party. Is it 


| possible that the scales have fallen from the 


eyes of these Protectionists, and that now they 
are in favor of “enlarging in world-wide-circles 
the markets for the productions of European in- 
dustry” ? Are these British manufacturers to be 
invited here, and given the opportunity, at the 
cost of the American people, of exhibiting their 
manufactures and showing that they can pro- 
duce better goods at one-third less 
cost than the protected Americans? Is the 
“international” show to be thrown open that the 
‘“‘ pauper labor” of Europe may have an oppor- 
tunity to enlarge the market for its productions 
im the United States? Has there been “ British 
gold employed in the management of the Cen- 
tennial, or in the office of the Press? We 
thought that the great mission of the philoso- 
phers of Philadelphia. including their organ, the 
Press, was to teach the doctriue that each na- 
tion was to produce everything it needed, and 
buy nothing of any other nation; that each was 
to build up a home market,” and neither buy 
nor sell in any other. Have not the people of 
this country been paying for ten or more years 
several hundreds of millions of dollars extra 
tax annually, to break down trade and inter- 
course with foreign nations, and isolate the Amer- 
scan people from all others? Im the face ot 
taxes varying from 60 to 120 per cent on wool 


| and woolen goods, of 45 per cent on cotton 


goods, and in like proportion on the glass, 
crockery, iron and steel ware, and all other pro- 


ducts of these European industries, are we to 


invite these Europeans to enlarge their market 
among us? Or, are these European manufac- 
turers to be brought to Philadelphia and then 
tofa that their laborers are paupers, and that 
their goods cannot be permitted to come in com- 
petition with those produced in this country ? 
What does the Press mean? Does it propose to 
abandon the protective policy, and encourage a 
liberal commercial intercourse among nations, 
and therebv an actual “‘ enlarging of the market 
for European industries” in this country? If 
this be the purpose of the Centennial, then let 
the show go on. 


THE LUXEMBOURG QUESTION. 

The North German Gazelie informs its read- 
ers that Luxembourg shall not be allowed to 
harbor the exiled German Ultramontane Bish- 
ops, or to afford them a point from which to wage 
awar of words against the Empire. If the 
German Bishops and priests sent out of Ger- 
many are permitted to stay in the Grand Duchy 
of Luxembourg, they will be practically in Ger- 
many, and their influence against Bismarck’s 
policy will be felt nearly as much as if no decree 
of exile had been pronounced against them. Bis- 
marck’s official organ, therefore, announces that 
immediate measures will be taken to frustrate the 
plan said to be contemplated by the Ultramon- 
tanes. And the reasons referred to are nong 
less, it is supposed, than the anuvexation of the 
Grand Duchy to the German Empire. Thus, 
and thus only, is Bismarck sure that hecan keep 
that troublesome little spot of earth from being 
made the point of support of the Ultramon- 
tane lever which would swing the new Empire 
out of existence. The rumors that such an 
attempt is under consideration are believed 
in England. Some of the German papers 
affect to doubt that the annexation of Luxem- 
bourg to the Empire is thought of. The Staats- 
Zeitung of New York, however, says that the 
German Government does not care to precipitate 
events, but that itis a question of honor with 
it to bring back to German unity the little ter- 
ritory snatched from the German Federation in 
1867; and that, the moment an opportunity offers, 
it shall effect this union. It is argued that the 
neutral position of Luxembourg is an absurdity, 
since it does not possess the power nor the will to 
maintain its neutrality; and since the greater 
number of the Powers which have guaranteed its 
neutrality are not in a condition to enforce it in 
case of a difficulty between France and Germany. 
It is further argued that in such a contingency 
the annexation of Luxembourg would be a ne- 
cessity for the German Empire. 

In the meantime the little Duchy is growing 
nervous, and the Journal du Luxembourg 
published, not long since, a communica- 
tion stating that the Director of Jus- 
tice, to prevent the inconveniences which 
would inevitably arise from the claims of 
Germany, was preparing a bill to forbid the 
Ultramontane exiles from making their home in 
the neutral territory. This, however, will help 
little. It is decided, according to all appear- 
ances, that Germany shall by force annex Luxe 
embourg to her Empire. When it shall do so, is 
only a question of time. What the action of the 
other great Powers will be in that contingency, 
it is easy enough to predict. They will allow 
Germany to fignt the whole question out 
with France. 
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THE HURON TRENT VALLEY CANAL. 


The West is to have cheaper, transportation to 
ths seaboard. Not to mention the proposed en- 
largement of the Erie Canal, the competition 
between the Baltimore & Ohio and other rail- 
ways, our Dominion friends are engaged in en- 
larging the Wellaod and the St. Lawrence 
Canals, and three others are proposed with con- 
siderable energy aud hopes of ultimate success. 
These are the Huron and Ontario, to promote 
the success of which a large meeting was held 
in Toronto a fow days since. The Ottawa Val- 
ley route through Lake Nipissing sleeps just 
now, but it has many and powerful friends. 
And now comes the Trent Valley project, for 
which a charter has just been granted, with a 
capital of $5,000,000, by the Dominion Parlia- 
ment. The object and route of the canal is stated 
by the President, M. Boyd, Esq., of Bob- 
caygean, and the Board of Directors, 
to be to open a navigation, for barges of 450 
tons, capable of carrying 15,000 bushels of grain, 
from Georgian Bay to the River St. Lawrence, by 
way of Lake Simcoe, Balsam Lake, Cameron 
Lake, Sturgeon Lake, Pigeon Lake, Buckhorn 
Lake, Stoney Lake, Clear Lake, Rice Lake, and 
the River Trent, to the Bay of Quinte and the 
River St. Lawrence. The length of the canal 
would be about 200 miles, of which 160 are tow 
navigated by steambeats. The saving of dis- 
tance between the Straits of Mackinaw and the 
St. Lawrence, by passing through the proposed 
canal. would be about 300 miles.” The best maps 
we have been able to consult do not agree as to 
this chain of lakes and water courses. Some 
represent the lakes as virtually all con- 
nected with each other, and some seem to 
mark out small rivers or streams as connecting 
them with each other. But tnere cai be no 
doubt that this tier of lakes lies almost in a di- 
rect line between the Georgian Bay and 
the east end of Lake Ontario, and appear to pre- 
sent a perfectly.feasible route for the proposed 
work, The Canadian Government, away back in 
1827, entertained the idea of constructing this 
canal, and, though several locks were built an 
other improvements made, it was abandoved 
1840. The Government will transfer these 
the new company. 

Tue Company claims that the canal, for the 
greater part of its length, lies through lakes, the 
cool water of which admirabiy adapts the route 
for the conveyance of grain. The route is 80 
free from risk—being a still-water navigation all 
the way from Georgian Bay to tide-water—that 
the insurance would be almost nominal, It 
would be free from all danger of overflow or 
washing down of embankments, and the canal 
would be of the most permanent character, being 
a succession of deep lakes connected by short 
chansels having rock—bound shores. 

On the cost of transporting grain by this route 
the prospectus of the Company says: 

It is calculated that grain could be conveyed in large 
versels and propeliers irom Chicago to Georgian Buy: 
for 4 cents per bushel. It would tuere be transshipped 
into canal barges, and these wouid then be 


towed by steam-tugs. in rings of six or eight, to. 
Montreai or New York, Oswego or Ogdensburg, where

LUMBER. 

At the regular weekly meeting of the Lumber- 
man’s Board of Trade, held this afternoon, the 
sellers of umber. were invit/ 1 to attend 
and confer with the buyers as to the propriety 
of continuing the system of central inspection 
as conducted bythe Board of Trade. All the 
prominent sellers were present, and, with two 


exceptions, expressed themselves as satisfied | 


with the results of measuring lumber under the 
new system to date. After a full discussion of 
the subject it was proposed by the sellers that two 
committees of five each be appointed by 
the buyers and the sellers, to undertake a com- 
promise, which would give the entire measure- 
ment business to the Lumberman’s Board of 
Trade, 

The Committee will meet Wednesday at 3 
o'clock and decide whether to continue to 
measure lumber under a Chief Inspector or to 
return to the manner of conducting tne business 
in former years, when individuals employed in- 
spectors as required. Under that system about 
fifteen different firms and individuals conducted 
the business. Since the appointment of a Chief 
Inspector, about seven-eighths of the measuring 
has passed through his office at a reduced cost 
of 20 per cent, aud the new system has gener- 
ally been looked upon asa great improvement 
on the old one.

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AMUSEMENTS. 


mM’ VICKER’S. 

The modern French dramatists have an ac- 
count to settle with some adapters—with Dion 
Boucicault assuredly. They have in a measure 
squared their accounts with the American public. 
if they bave offended our delicate sensibilities, 
they have catered to our amusewent and instruo- 
tion. If a direct translation from the French 


gave us Pienchwomen, anothcr direct trans- 


lation, at the commencement of the season, gave 
us Immolation,“ by Vider; and the translation 
of Feuillet’s La Tentation” has proved itself 
as acceptable in every point as did tbe others. 

Tne drama as preseated by the Lingards 
leaves nothing upon which to lodge the most in- 
genious objection. ‘‘ Led Astray,” which is Mr. 
Boucicault's amended version of the same thing, 
bristles with obnoxious features. We are in. 
clined to crv, “Give us our French drama 
straight,” and let Boucicault’s doctoring at least 
be condemned wi e other medication of other 
French productions. A synopsis of the piece 
may be interesting, .and can be condensed into 
a few limes, 

Camilie is the wife of Goutran, Count de 
Vardes. Her married life is not a bappy one, 
Her husband is a man of pleasure, who, 
though warned by a delicate bint of Nature 
that bis youth bas passed, still clings to 
the pleasures and gaieties of life, to the 
neglect of his wife. Camille, a woman of pure 
life and affectionate disposition, keenly feels 
this coldness. They are living in the country 
with two mother ia-laws. a relative, Achille, a 
simple, good-natured ieliow, aud Helene, daugh- 
ter of Goulran by a former wife. Camille is, 
by ap ipgevious but not very probable incident 
led to form the acquaintance of George Trevelyan, 
a gay, reckiess mau of the world, who makes 
love to her, aud is in return loved by 
her. He declares his passion, but is repuised by 
her. Svon after this incident in che piece ber 
husband reiuras from the ciub, finds in a boa- 
quet ou the table a sigual for an appoiatment 
with anocher woman, and immediately leaves the 
room. His wile understands bis motive, follows 
bim to the opera, recognizes the womau who is 
bis companion, and returns 
crushed. While lying upon the lounge, 
cooscious of little but her injury, Trevewan 
returns, fevews his suit to her, and pours 
out his passion at her feet. Goutran su prises 
them; fancies his wite faithles=, and challenges 
Trevelyan. in order to avoid scandal, it is ar- 
ranged to make up a quarrel ata ca d table, 
which occurs. A duel follows, the principals 
meeting with pistols. Trevelyan wounds his ad- 
versary, Who, to make his shame complete, gives 
him his life. Husband and wife live together 
apparently in barmooy, ac uahy as strangers. 
Ihoy are reconciled with great ingenuity by the 
union of Helene and Achilie. 

‘Lhe plot suffers by a synopsis, for it is in- 
trinsically good, and so admirably worked up as 
to sustain the interest very intensely. ‘The 
drama is throughout very French. By this we 
mean that there is nothing superfluous im it. Its 


‘inciden.s are in perfect harmony, its situatione | 


intensely strong. Ihe third act, in which Goutran 
returns and surprises his wife, is ad- 
mirably wrought, and the duel scene is 
uo less artistic. At the same time there is noth- 
ing sensational in the piece. The author ap- 
peais to have relied upon something more than 
incident to sustain the interest. He holds the 
attention by revealing depths of feeling and lay- 
ing bare motives. ‘be curtaio falls frequently 
upoa a scene of perfect quiet, full to the brim 
with pathos or passion. Parallel with the dis- 
mal events of the leading characters, there 
is a vein of bright comedy which contrasts with 
it very happily, and sunshine aod shadow chase 
each other through the drama until, in the last 
act, the sunshine prevai.s, and the curtain falls 
upon a very happy and delightful climax. As 
in ** Alphouse,” the grand climax is reserved to 
tue last; the main incidents are brought about 
by a comparative y small number of people; the 
dialogue is crisp and pregnaat witn meaning, 
while av air of sincerity and purpose pervades 
the u hole piece. It is played in six acts, but the 
acts are very short. But this division is neces- 
sary for appropriate stage-settivg, inasmuch as, 
like all French pieces, the mounting is a very 
important element. It is here elaborate and im- 
pressive in all buttae fourth act, where Ca- 
mille’s boudoir is wretchedly furnished. 

Ihe acting isa delightful surprise to those 
who have seen the party only in the lighter 
dramas they have hitnerto p.esented in this. 
city. La Tentation“ belongs to that school 
which has bauished the loud-mouthed melo- 
dramatic style of acting from the stage. It 
demands the display of immense force of passion 
in a smoldering condition, where the con- 
ventionaiities of socety smother the 
glare, and give us only a § glimpse 


of the raging furnace beneath the smooth sur- 


face of modern custom. The age of volcanic 
ca.astrophes, glacial avalanches, aud stupendous 
floods has passed by, aud oc our modern stage 
we find a parallel with tne events of our preseut 
geological era. Hence the piece requires acting 
of the new school,-—the Fronch, it happeue to 
be. The performance of last evening was, 
therefore, a pleasant surprise. For a first per- 
formance by some members of the company 
the piece ran With marvelous smoothness, aud 
was in every way creditable to Mr. McVicker’s 
stock company. 

Ihe part of Camille is full of deep subjective 
interest, full of pathos, and abounding in situa- 
tions ot the most exciting character. iss Dün- 
niug succeeded in embodying the ideal character 
With artistic grace and a pervading sense of 
one great maxim, oid as the hills, but ap- 
parentiy out of date on the stage— 
that the deepest emotion cannot, in 
the nature of things, be noisy. In 
the opeuing acts the colduess of a foriorn and 
neglected life, and the assumed, habitual insou- 
ciance of a Frenca wife, were admirably depict- 
ed, and the portraiture deserves to rank very 
highly among the stage pictures of the day. 
Her clear, distinct articulatiou aided ber voice in 
the representation of the most chilling flinti- 
ness. the pathetio and passionate 
scenes, she broke through this arti- 
ficiality with surprising effect, and in 
the second act, in which Camille realizes ber 
husband's duplicity, she :eserved herself for the 
climax with astunishing taste and power. Had 
the house been filled, sne would have received a 
round of applause such as few artists earn. 
Sue deserved it, but the house was not füll. In 
tue scevues of anguish nien followin the three 
succeeding acts, she was equally fortunacé in her 
represeptauom- ° 

r. Hardie was cast for the part of Goutran, 
and made a very decided impression by nie 
acting. His manner was of that quiet, firm 
chaacter that the part demanded. ‘he ouly 
excepuon that could be tasen to him was aa 
occamonal uagraceiulness of posture aod a too 
frequent attempt to give shadce o meaning With 
his bauds. ‘1 his was inelegaut and unnecessary, 
aud married iu k measure what was otherwise a 
forcible and praiseworthy persouacion. 

Miss Dickey Lingard has developed into a 
dashiag and sprigutiy comedian. Jue character 
of Henne is one of artiess gaiety and quiet 
depth, wita a girlish, unsophisticated disregard 
fo. conventional behavior. From frequent rep- 
reseniations the littie jady has thorouguly iden- 
tuned herself with the part, and sustaias it 
throughout without the faimtest effort. It is 
brigh., consistent, and chai ming, 

Mr. Langard plays the part of Achille, a sim- 
ple, good-hearted :elation, with no very stroug 
connection witn the thread of the story, but a 
voudertully useful element ia coloriag it with 
life. He pays it with the apparent ease which 
can come oniy of che most careiul study, and 
gives a very clever, consistent portrait. in the 
unel scene, in which, cigar iu hand, he makes a 
ligut, easy attempt to avert a tragedy, 
and coouy smokes it while giving the 
signal for tue encounter, be preserves tbe air o1 
the Freuch geutieman—that air of easy frivolity 
wineh in dark days made men and women 
smooth their kid gloves in the shadow of their 
fate at the foot of che murderous guillotiue. In 
the.last act, objection might be made that tue 
humor of the situation = a little too broad; 
that Achille has racher too much of low comedv 
for the essence of reality. But the scenes are 
exuberant witn life and happiness, aud the mus- 
take 18 . 

Mr. Weston, as the polished and accomplished 
Parisian roue, labored under the serious disaa- 
vantage of adepivrable wardrobe. No woman 
la tue worid,—ver.aimly uo lady m Freuch fe.

CRIME. 


A Temperance Preacher Roughiy 
2 Handled at Davenport. 
Special Hianatek to The Uhicage une. 

DavenPort, Ia., June 29.—Yesterday evening 
a most disgraceful affair occurred in Lafayette 
Park, this citv, which is a weekly occurrence and 
apart of the\Sunday diversion of the lower 
class of Germans. The Rev. Mr. Snyder, of the 
German Congregational Church, who is a tem- 
perance man, walked into the park at about 5 
o clk. At the time he entered there were 
about 1.000 men, women, and children in the 
As soon as he arrived at the ceatre, and 
was about to take a seat, a large body of 
Germans surrounded him, applying insulting 
epithets, ordering him to leave the grounds, 
and, by pushing bim, forced him outside the rail- 
mz of the park, and finaliy compelled bim for 
safety to take refuge in the house of Mr. Hoff- 
man. In doing this he was knocked down two 
or three times, hit on the back of the head with 
a stone, cutting a terrible gash, kicked, and 
bruised up generally. Mrs. Rice, a member of 
the Ladies’ Progressive Temperance Association, 
who witnessed the scene from the street, gave 
vent to her feelings at the cowardly treatment 
of the crowd, when she was also set upon, 
knocked down, and compelled to take shelter 
in the nearest residence. The affair has created 
a great deal of excitement amoung the American 
population and other nationalities who are lovers 
of freedom of speech. There is to be a mass- 
meeting in the Court-House Square to-morrow 
evening to give expression to their views on the 
subject. — 


Particulars of the Caire Murder. 
Svecial Diapatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Carro, III., June 29.—The shooting of Esch- 
bach, in this city, last night, by Gupton, a steam- 
boat pilot, was a crime of the most uuprovoked 
character. Eschbach was a ul, quiet citi- 
zeu, who never baa a difficulty with any man, 
He was a prominent Odd-Fellow and fireman, 
and numbered his friends by the hundred. The 
only provocation for the murder was the fact that 
Eschbach asked and gentiy urged Gupton to go 
out of his shop, se that he could close ic. 
For this, after geiting out of the doorway, 
Gupton shot bim twee times, Eschbach living 
but twenty minutes. Gupton is said to be a very 
dangerous man, especially under the influence 
of drink, as he was last night. He is in jail, 
and, though so much i:dignatiop was manifested 
last night that he would have been lynched if 
he had not been taken from the jail for safety, 
it is thought that there will be no further trouble 
on that score.
